To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough 
of  Buxton  for  1938. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  show  several  interesting  features.  Thus 
the  live  birth-rate  per  1,000  population  was  17.22 — the  highest  for  10 
years — compared  with  15.1  for  England  and  Wales.  Consistently  with 
the  high  birth-rate  there  is  a high  death-rate,  viz.,  12.86  against  that  for 
England  and  Wales  of  1 1 .6,  but  the  figures  do  not  quite  convey  the  true 
position.  In  other  words,  the  number  of  births  exceeds  the  deaths  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  negative  the  increased  death-rate — the  number  of 
births  being  288  and  the  deaths  215. 

The  diseases  which  claimed  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were  : 
Heart  Disease  (49),  Cancer  (31),  Pneumonia  (14),  Senility  (11),  and 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (8).  I regret  to  record  that  the  Cancer  figure  (31) 
IS  the  largest  since  1928.  It  IS  hoped  that  by  the  efforts  of  the  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign — of  which  I have  the  honour  to  be  the  local 
Honorary  Secretary — the  public  may  become  more  enlightened,  by 
means  of  public  instruction  and  lectures,  on  this  vitally  important  subject. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  continues  it’s  provision 
of  excellent  guidance  and  help  to  the  expectant  mother  and  to  the  young 
child,  and  the  many  morbid  conditions,  consequent  upon  child  bearing, 
are  duly  investigated  and  treated  by  the  obstetric  specialist  Mr.  F.  H. 
Lacey,  to  whom  I desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  his  unfailing 
courtesy  and  advice. 

There  is  one  aspect  of  the  public  health  service  to  which  I must 
refer  and  to  which,  I fervently  hope,  the  Corporation  will  give  its  immediate 
and  wholehearted  support.  I allude  to  the  need  for  houses  for  the  working 
classes.  There  are  m the  Borough  many  houses  which  have  been  “ broken 
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up”  to  accommodate  two,  three  or  more  families  and  the  rent  paid  for 
such  accommodation  is  far  m excess  of  its  real  worth,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  facilities  afforded  fall  far  short  of  the  requirements  for  the  proper 
upbringing  of  young  children.  Further,  there  are  many  families  who 
ought  to  be  able  to  secure  an  individual  house  with  modern  services  at  a 
rental  commensurate  with  their  earnings  rather  than  to  be  compelled 
to  live  in  rooms  at  enhanced  prices  with  no  proper  family  conveniences. 

The  Water  Committee,  with  the  object  of  augmenting  the  supplies 
of  water  to  Stanley  Moor  Reservoir,  commenced  ” Boring  ” operations 
on  the  Burbage  side  of  the  Borough.  It  is  hoped  by  this  means  to  secure 
an  abundant  supply  of  wholesome  water  throughout  the  whole  year. 
Chlorinating  Plant  has  been  installed  at  the  two  reservoirs — Lightwood 
and  Burbage — and  that  now  ensures  for  the  whole  Borough  a supply 
safeguarded  against  possible  risk.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  elevation  of  the  District  is  from  950  to  1,2C0  feet  above 
sea-level. 

Geology. — The  town,  famous  for  its  Baths  and  Waters,  is  situated 
in  an  upland  valley  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides,  and  is  built  partly 
on  limestone  and  partly  on  millstone  grit.  Three  lines  of  railway  serve 
it,  and  large  numbers  of  people  visit  the  town  for  the  purposes  of  health 
and  pleasure.

The  chief  industries  are  Lime  Stone  Quarrying  and  Agriculture. 

Extent  of  unemployment  : — 

The  Borough  of  Buxton  escapes  the  problems  and  worries  of  un- 
employment. The  quarrying  industry  absorbs  much  of  the  male  labour 
and,  with  the  exception  of  adverse  weather  conditions,  employment  remains 
fairly  constant.  There  is  a regular  demand  for  female  labour  and  the 
demand  is  not  readily  m.et.  During  the  Summer  season  there  is  a marked 
rise  m the  employment  of  wom*en,  whose  services  are  required  in  the 
larger  hotels  and  boarding  houses.

THE  AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Public  Health  Lai  oratory, 
Derby,  and  at  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital,  Buxton. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : (i)  Infectious  Cases — A modern 
Motor  Fever  Ambulance  has  been  obtained  and  has  given  every  satis- 
faction ; (ii)  Non- Infectious  cases  and  accident  cases  are  conveyed 
in  a modern  motor  ambulance  which  is  garaged  m the  centre  of  the  town, 
and  IS  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Committee. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : The  District  Nursing  Association 
provides  for  general  nursing  three  nurses,  who  do,  in  addition,  a certain 
amount  of  midwifery.  A grant  of  £20  per  annum  is  paid  to  the 
Association  by  the  Borough  Council  for  the  home  nursing  and  care  of 
patients  suffering  from  Measles,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  etc.  During 
the  year  twenty-one  cases  were  attended  : two  Erysipelas,  six  Influenza, 
four  Pneumonia,  three  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  five  Tuberculosis  and  one 
Whooping  Cough  ; and  the  number  of  visits  paid  was  586  : Erysipelas  21 , 
Infl  uenza  34,  Pneumonia  60,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  66,  Tuberculosis  384, 
and  Whooping  Cough  21.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply  : The  sources  of  supply  are  mainly  upland  surface 
water,  and  in  a year  of  normal  average  rainfall  the  supplies  meet  the 
demand,  but  prolonged  drought  might  create  the  desire  for  larger 
storage  accommodation.  The  water  is  controlled  by  l.cctenological 
examination  at  frequent  intervals  and  chemical  examinations  check  any 
possible  excessive  plumbo-solvency.  Chlorinating  Plant  for  each  source 
has  been  installed  and  in  this  way  the  whole  Borough  is  safeguarded 
against  risk  from  accidentally  contaminated  water. 


Sewerage  : It  has  been  decided  to  modernise  the  outfall  works 
at  Fairfield  and  there  is  now  a likelihood  that  work  will  commence,  at 
an  early  date,  to  secure  for  this  part  of  the  Borough  a good  and  harmless 
sewage  effluent. 


Smoke  Abatement  : It  is  fully  realised  that  the  emission  of  a certain 
amount  of  smoke  is  inevitable,  and  it  is  impossible  to  prohibit  smoke 
entirely  without  penalising  industry.  The  Council  has  considered  the 
adoption  of  byelaws  to  deal  with  smoke  nuisances. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  : No  occasion  arose  requiring  the 
eradication  of  bed  bugs  during  the  year. 


Swimming  Baths  ; There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the 
Borough,  one  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  one  privately  owned. 
Neither  pool  is  supplied  with  filtration  or  chlorinating  plant.

Milk  is  also  supplied  from  20  sources  outside  the  Borough,  and  is 
generally  good. 

280  specimens  of  milk  were  obtained  and  subiected  to  bacteriological 
examination.  119  of  the  specimens  were  of  “Designated”  milks,  and 
the  remaining  161  were  “non-designated.” 
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4 supplies  were  found  to  include  milk  from  animals  affected  with 
tuberculosis,  and  were  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  under 
Section  3 of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEAT  INSPECTOR. 

To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton, 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  report 
on  meat  inspection  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1938. 

With  the  exception  of  a small  percentage,  all  animals  slaughtered 
within  the  Borough  for  food  purposes  and  the  carcases  of  pigs  brought 
in  from  the  country  districts  are  inspected.  Wherever  possible  an  ante- 
mortem examination  is  made  m addition  to  post-mortem  examination, 
thus  ensuring  that  only  healthy  animals  are  slaughtered.  The  inspection 
of  pigs  IS  a matter  of  importance,  since,  m most  cases  an  ante-mortem 
examination  is  impossible,  owing  to  the  majority  of  pigs  being  slaughtered 
m country  districts  and  brought  into  the  town.  The  examination  of 
these  carcases  is  made  at  the  retail  shops  on  their  arrival.  It  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  m.eat  inspection  if  it  was  made  compulsory 
to  deposit  all  meat  killed  outside  the  Borough  at  one  clearing  house. 

The  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  with  respect 
to  the  Stunning  of  Animals  by  means  of  mechanically-operated 
instruments,  m connection  with  their  slaughter  for  food,  have  been  made 
applicable  to  all  animals  without  exception.  The  Act  also  requires  all 
slaughtermen  to  be  licenced,  and  as  the  Corporation  have  discretionary 
powers  m the  grant  of  licences,  it  is  ensured  that  all  animals  are 
expeditiously  slaughtered  by  experienced  slaughtermen.  No  licence 
has  been  revoked  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  continues  to  be  the  cause  of  much  diseased  meat 
found  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  several  farms  m the  vicinity  of 
Buxton  have  eradicated  this  disease  from  amongst  their  stock  owing  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

An  increasing  percentage  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  are  young 
animals  just  reaching  maturity,  and  it  is  becoming  rarer  for  older  animals 
to  be  slaughtered. 

The  quality  of  meat  supplied  m the  Borough  is  excellent. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year. 

I desire  to  thank  Mr.  Coates  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  in 
many  ways  during  the  past  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUGH  METEOROLOGIST 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1 beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938,  the  70th  year 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  Buxton  Meteorological  Station. 

Regular  observations  are  taken,  and  sent  each  month  to  the  Air 
Ministry.  Additional  daily  reports  are  sent  by  telegraph  for  insertion 
m the  daily  papers. 

During  the  year  there  was  a daily  average  of  2.94  hours  of  bright 
sunshine,  June  was  the  sunniest  month,  while  December  could  only 
supply  8.0  hours.  It  is  sometimes  forgotten  that  these  figures  represent 
sunshine  of  sufficient  intensity  to  char  the  sun-card  : we  enjoy  many 
hours  of  warm  sunshine,  tempered  by  a slight  haze,  of  which  there  is  no 
official  record. 

The  tem.peratures  were  about  the  average  : we  did  not  rise  to  great 
heights,  but  on  the  other  hand  we  did  not  descend  as  low  as  usual. 

The  rainfall  was  slightly  above  the  normal,  the  dry  Spring  being 
followed  by  a wet  Summer  and  Autumn.  Ram  fell  on  236  days.  The 
maximmm  fall  during  24  hours  occurred  on  May  29th  when  44.1  m.m. 
were  measured.

(d)  The  inspection  does  not  appear  to  have  caused 
disturbance  of  school  arrangements  ; m fact,  during  the 
year,  the  work  has  gone  on  with  great  smoothness.

The  scheme,  whereby  children  suffering  from  deformities 
or  postural  defects  could  receive  treatment  at  the  Devonshire 
Royal  Hospital  under  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  an 
orthopcedic  consultant,  enabled  44  children  to  derive  much 
benefit  and  m many  instances  complete  cure.  The  arrange- 
ment was  authorised  by  the  Board  for  a period  which  expired 
on  31st  March,  1938,  but  was  extended  for  another  12 
months.  There  will  be  a revision  of  the  conditions  at  the 
termination  of  the  agreement. 
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This  clinic  IS  under  the  supervision  of  an  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon,  Mr.  H.  Platt  (and/or  Mr.  0.  Clark),  who  visits 
monthly.  1 he  progress  of  the  child  is  carefully  watched  and 
treatment  continued  at  the  clinic,  or  m the  home,  as  directed 
by  the  specialist. 

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism,

^ hen  a child  is  found  to  be  suffering  from  a physical  defect  a 
note  IS  sent  to  the  parent  ; the  School  Nurse  visits  the  home 
and  if  nothing  is  done,  the  child  is  seen  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  within  a m.onth  of  the  first  inspection.  The  School  Nurses 
paid  113  visits  to  homes. 

7.  Arrangements  for  Treatment. 

(a)  Minor  Ailments  are  treated  at  the  Infant  Centre  in  Bridge 
Street,  and  at  the  homes  by  the  School  Nurse,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Practically  all  the  minor  ailments  were  cured.  No.  of 
dressings  done  at  the  morning  Clinic,  791.  No.  of 
children  who  have  been  individually  treated,  328  (excluding 
Verminous  conditions). 

(b)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

30  cases  received  operative  treatment  with  successful  results 
m every  case. 

144  received  other  methods  of  treatment. 

No  cases  are  submitted  for  operation  until  either  (1) 
conservative  treatment  has  been  tried  for  a period  of  six 
months  and  has  proved  unsuccessful,  or  (2)  the  condition 
of  the  throat  and  nose  is  such  as  to  prejudice  the  health  of 
the  child  and  to  impede  his  or  her  development. 

(c)  Tuberculosis.

(d)  Skin  Diseases. 

All  cases  of  Impetigo  were  cured. 

It  IS  interesting  to  note  there  were  only  3 cases  of  Rmgw'orm 
(head  and  body)  during  the  year. 
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(e)  External  Eye  Disease. 

5 cases  of  Blepharitis  were  cured,  and  also  15  cases  ot 
Conjunctivitis  (“pu^^  eye  ”). 

(f)  Vision. 

Glasses  were  prescribed  in  25  cases  and  obtained  under  the 
Authority’s  scheme  in  25. 

(g)  Ear  Diseases  and  Hearing. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  establishment  of  a clinic, 
under  the  supervision  of  an  Oral  Surgeon,  and  tentative 
proposals  have  been  made  to  the  Buxton  and  District  Hospital 
whereby  the  clinic  may  be  held  in  the  Hospital  at  regular 
sessions.  It  is  hoped  to  give  effect  to  the  proposals  in  the 
near  future. 

8.  Infectious  Disease. 

The  diseases  which  called  for  attention  were  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria. 

The  steps  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  v/ere  : — 

In  Diphtheria — swabs  from  contacts  taken. 

In  Scarlet  Fever — exclusion  from  school  of  children  residing 
m same  house. 

In  Measles — exclusion  of  particular  scholars. 

Disinfection  of  classrooms. 

1 he  attention  of  the  Education  Authority  has  been  directed  to 
the  testing  of  school  children  who  may  be  susceptible  to  diph- 
theria and  the  possible  immunisation  against  this  disease.  I hope 
that  Schick  Testing  and  immunisation  may  be  introduced  at 
an  early  date. 

9.  Open  Air  Education^ 

There  is  no  provision  of  facilities  for  any  of  the  under- 
mentioned :■ — 

(a)  Playground  classes  ; 

(b)  School  journeys  ; 

(c)  School  camps  ; 

(d)  Open-air  classrooms  ; 

(e)  Day  open-air  schools  ; 

(f)  Residential  open-air  schools. 

to.  Physical  Training. 

During  the  year  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  County 
Education  Authority  for  the  supervision  of  the  teaching,  by  the 
school  teachers,  of  physical  training,  by  two  county  organisers.

Swimming : No  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  this  very 
health  giving  exercise  in  the  school  programme.  I heartily  com- 
mend to  the  Education  Authority  the  employment  of  a specially 
qualified  teacher  whose  services  may  be  available  throughout 
the  elementary  schools  for  the  teaching  of  physical  culture  and 
swimming. 

1 1 . Provision  of  Meals. 

No  m.eals  are  provided,  but  milk  has  been  supplied  on  a voluntary 
basis  at  the  schools.  A number  of  children  who  in  the  opinion 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer  seemed  to  be  under  nourished  were 
supplied  free.  This  cost  is  defrayed  by  the  Education  Authority. 
In  certain  instances  where  a child  is  unable  to  attend  school,  owing 
to  illness  or  during  a vacation,  the  Buxton  Rotary  Club  has  very 
kindly  arranged  for  a supply  of  free  milk.  The  greater  part  of 
the  milk  supplied  is  “ Pasteurised.” 

12.  (a)  Co'-cperation  of  Parents. 

Every  parent  is  informed,  by  written  notice,  of  the  day  school 
inspection  is  held.  It  is  noted  m the  case  of  young  children  that 
one  or  other  of  the  parents  usually  attends,  and  advice  is  given 
to  the  parent  on  any  abnormal  condition  found. 

(b)  Co-operalion  of  Teachers. 

The  Head  Teachers  have,  without  exception,  given  cordial 
assistance  at  the  time  of  medical  inspections  and  are  usually 
present,  but  do  not  take  part  m the  following-up  and  treatment 
of  the  children,  this  being  left  to  the  School  Nurse. 

(c)  Cc-operalion  of  School  Attendance  Officer. 

The  School  Attendance  Officer  has  given  much  help  in  the  checking 
of  the  attendances,  for  orthopaedic  treatment,  at  the  Devonsire 
Royal  Hospital,  and  he  reports  cases  of  non-notifiable  disease 
and  also  cases  which  have,  as  the  result  of  serious  illness,  received 
certificates  from  their  own  doctors  that  they  are  unfit  to  attend 
school.  The  cause  of  absence  from  school  is  illness  in  about 
80  per  cent,  of  cases. 

(d)  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

These  take  no  part  in  medical  inspection,  but  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  will,  if  a bad 
case  IS  reported  to  them,  take  action. 

13  and  14.  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

There  are  no  blind,  deaf,  or  epileptic  children  attending  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools.  No  children  are  partially  deaf  or 
partially  blind.  There  are  5 mentally  deficient  children,  i.e., 
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feeble-minded,  who  attend  Public  Elementary  Schools.  There 
IS  no  special  school  for  the  cases,  but  at  the  Girls’  School,  Hard- 
wick Square,  a special  class  is  held  for  backward  children. 

Three  children  are  crippled.  These  all  attend  Public  Elementary 
Schools. 

There  are  no  delicate  children  attending  Public  Elementary 
Schools. 

1 5 . Nursery  Schools. 

There  are  no  Nursery  Schools,  but  it  is  my  hope  that  Nursery 
Classes  m one  or  other  of  the  Schools  may  be  instituted. 

1 6.  Secondary  Schools. 

No  Secondary  Schools  are  inspected. 

17.  Parents*  Payments. 

Where  children  have  undergone  an  operation  for  the  removal 
of  tonsils  and  adenoids  the  parents  are  called  upon  to  bear  all  or 
such  part  of  the  cost  as  is  commensurate  with  their  means. 

18.  Health  Education. 

Dental  Exhibit,  arranged  by  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  visited  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  during  the  year 
and  was  seen  by  all  children  over  ten  years  of  age. 

19.  Special  Enquiries. 

There  were  no  special  enquiries. 

20.  Miscellaneous. 

(i)  Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  examines  all  children  over  12 
years  before  they  are  allowed  to  undertake  any  part-time 
employment. 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Welfare  Centre  the  S.M.O.  has 
the  child  under  observation  from  the  infant  up  to  5 years 
of  age.  As  School  Medical  Officer  he  inspects  the  child 
periodically  from  5 to  13  years  of  age. 

Children  over  12  years  were  examined  and  certificates  given 
for  employment  at  special  hours. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  medical  history 
of  a school  child,  about  to  commence  employment,  is  avail- 
able for  the  confidential  information  of  the  employer.

Dear  Dr.  Cochrane, 

I have  pleasure  in  enclosing  the  Dental  Report  for  1938. 

The  acceptances  for  treatment  after  examination  are  fairly  good, 
averaging  70%.  I should  like  to  see  a larger  number  of  acceptances 
from  the  parents  of  the  younger  children,  viz.,  those  from  five  to  eight 
years  of  age.  It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  some  parents  that  the  care 
of  the  hrst  dentition  does  not  matter  ; this  applies  especially  to  the  Fair- 
field  Infants’,  St.  Anne’s  and  Harpur  Hill  Schools. 

The  condition  of  the  teeth  of  Infants  is  poor.  With  regard  to  care 
and  cleanliness  they  vary  as  the  children  grow  older,  the  majority  tak 
greater  care  of  their  mouths.  This  is  most  marked  m Kents  Bank  and 
Hardwick  Square  Schools.  When  the  children  visit  the  Clinic  we  im- 
press upon  them  the  importance  of  having  a clean  and  healthy  mouth, 
and  the  use  of  a tooth  brush  night  and  morning  regularly  : the  parents 
when  they  accompany  children  are  also  told.  The  majority  of  the  elder 
children  take  a pride  in  their  teeth,  and  when  they  leave  school  their 
mouths  are  m a healthy  state  and  the  teeth  in  good  condition. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  schools  m September  affected  the  number 
of  children  treated,  as  there  were  many  broken  appointments. 

Mr.  Miller  and  I thank  Nurse  Downes  for  her  help,  and  the  Head- 
masters and  Headmistresses  of  the  Schools  for  their  co-operation.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  report 
upon  the  work  done  in  the  Public  Health  Department  by  your  Senior 
Inspector  and  his  staff,  during  the  year  ending  31st,  December,  1938. 

The  work  of  my  Department  during  the  year  was  handicapped  by 
the  fact  that  the  office  of  Second  Sanitary  Inspector  was  vacant  for  seven 
months.  The  delay  m filling  the  vacancy,  created  by  the  resignation  in 
January  of  Mr.  H.  Townson  who  had  secured  an  appointment  at  Gosport, 
was  caused  by  protracted  negotiations  m connection  with  the 
Corporation’s  Whitley  Council  Scale  of  Salaries.  Upon  completion  of 
the  Scheme  and  determination  of  the  Salary  scale  applicable  to  the  office, 
Mr.  Harry  Pearson  was  appointed  and  commenced  duty  in  September. 

Although  arrears  in  the  total  number  of  inspections  made  were 
reduced,  works  executed  and  defects  remedied  suffered  considerably 
and  the  year  closed  with  a deficiency  of  545  items  m comparison  w'lth 

1937. 

With  the  exception  of  the  foregoing,  comments  and  observations 
are  appended  to  their  appropriate  sections.

Formaldehyde,  either  m the  vapour  form  or  the  liquid  (spray),  is 
the  agent  used  for  disinfection. 

The  disinfecting  station  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  isolation 
hospital,  the  machine  being  of  the  ‘‘Washington  Lyons”  type,  operated 
by  a steam  supply  from  the  refuse  destructor. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  administrative  work  of  this  institution  is  carried  out  by  your 
Inspector. 

The  hospital  staff  comprises. — Matron  ; Assistant  Nurse  ; Cook 
and  Housekeeper  ; and  Male  Caretaker-Attendant  ; the  two  last-named 
being  a married  couple.  Temporary  Assistant  Nurses  are  engaged  as 
occasion  requires.

CLEANSING. 

Removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation’s  men 
and  vehicles  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
vehicles  used  are  two  8 cubic  yard  capacity  ” S and  D ” dustless  loading 
Freighters,  and  one  horse  and  cart,  the  operating  staff  comprising  2 Motor 
Drivers,  1 Carter,  and  8 Loaders. 


In  June  the  original  solid  tyred  “ S.D.”  Freighters,  after  completion 
of  over  seven  years  of  excellent  service,  were  replaced  by  new  vehicles 
equipped  w^ith  pneumatic  tyres. 


Removal  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  mainly  by  contract,  14.5  per 
cent,  of  the  work  only  being  carried  out  by  direct  labour  (Corporation). 
The  cleansing  of  streets  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 


Refuse  from  private  dwelling-houses  generally  and  trade  refuse 
from  retail  shops  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals,  exceptions  and  modifica- 
tions being  : — (a)  houses  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  Borough — fortnightly 
or  as  occasion  requires  : (b)  certain  hotels  and  boarding-houses  twice 
w'eekly.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  at  a charge  to  the  occupiers  of  the 
premises  of  3s.  6d.  per  load,  or  2d.  per  bin-full.  Many  traders,  however, 
particularly  butchers,  fishmongers  and  greengrocers,  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  such  removal. 
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Disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  effected  by  incineration  at 
the  Refuse  Destructor.  This  iinstallation,  which  is  a three  cell  “ Heenan 
and  Froude,”  is  under  the  management  of  the  Borough  Surveyor. 


The  amount  of  night  soil  removed  by  contract  is  disposed  of  upon 
the  contractor’s  farm  land,  but  that  removed  by  direct  labour  (14.3  per 
cent.)  IS  incinerated  at  the  refuse  destructor  after  being  well  mixed  with 
dry  refuse.

ASHPITS-DUSTBINS. 

Provision  of  regulation  covered  galvanised  iron  dustbins  continues 
to  be  enforced  under  Section  78,  Buxton  Corporation  Act,  1927.  The 
requirements  of  this  section  are  comprehensive,  including  such  matters 
as  : the  replacement  of  ashpits,  unsuitable  portable  receptacles,  and 
defective  bins  by  standard  dustbins  ; the  future  replacement  and  up- 
keep of  dustbins  so  provided  ; restrictions  m respect  of  misuse  of  dust- 
bins by  householders  ; and,  an  authorisation  to  the  Corporation  to  specify 
the  size  and  construction  of  standard  dustbins.  A specification  has  been 
adopted  but  it  is  indefinite  and  unsatisfactory.  Briefly,  it  is  stipulated 
that  the  body  of  the  bin  shall  be  cylmdnca  in  shape,  the  cover  shall  afford 
a proper  fit,  the  size  of  the  body  shall  not  exceed  24  inches  in  height  and 
18  Inches  in  diameter,  and  the  weight  complete  shall  not  exceed  28  lbs. 
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Of  the  comp)aralively  few  ashpits  still  in  existence,  more  than  half 
comprise  the  residue  of  the  very  considerable  niimher  of  pits  which  were 
in  use  in  the  “added  areas  ’ at  the  date  of  the  Borough  extension  in  April, 
1934.  The  majority  of  the  ashpits  are  located  in  the  rural  parts  of  the 
Borough  and  outside  the  “cleansing’  area.

Provision  of  water  closets  in  lieu  of  privies  and  pail  closests  is,  in 
the  main,  contingent  upon  the  completion  of  sewerage  extension  schemes 
within  the  “added  areas  ’ of  the  Borough.  The  extension  at  Ladmanlow 
was  not  sufficiently  advanced  during  the  year  to  allow  of  more  than  a 
mere  commencement  of  the  work  of  water  closet  provision  m the  area. 

HOUSING. 

\^'ith  the  exception  of  those  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  the  condition  of  the  artisan  class  dwelling-houses  in  the 
Borough  is  generally  satisfactory  : the  majority  being  stone  built  there 
are  few  that  are  actually  dilapidated  or  structurally  dangerous.  Defects 
found  during  the  course  of  housing  inspections  mainly  comprise  minor 
and  superficial  repairs,  and  re-paving  or  repair  of  existing  pavements 
of  yards. 

Rehousing  accommodation  being  almost  unobtainable,  the  reduced 
rate  of  progress  m dealing  with  the  unfit  houses,  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph,  continued  to  be  maintained. 

Particulars  with  regard  to  Housing  Inspections,  and  action  taken 
under  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  year  1938,  are  given  m the  following 
tables,  at  the  head  of  which  is  shown  the  balance  of  the  1931  schedule 
outstanding  at  1st  January,  1938.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  MILK. 

The  milk  supplies  of  the  Borough  are  subject  to  a system  of  routine 
sampling  for  the  purpose  of  bacteriological  examination,  each  individual 
supply  being  dealt  with  at  intervals  of  from  three  to  four  months.  Reports 
upon  the  result  of  examination  are,  in  every  case,  issued  to  both  producer 
and/or  retailer  as  may  be  necessary.

In  connection  with  milks  which  fail  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue 
reduction  test,  cautionary  letters  are  sent  to  producers,  followed  by 
inspection  of  the  farms  and  early  re-sampling  of  the  milks.  In  cases 
of  milks  found  to  be  contamined  by  Bacillus  Coli,  cautionary  letters  are 
sent  to  producers,  but,  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  a limited  practice 
of  re-samplmg  only  was  permissible.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  how- 
ever, a reduction  m the  number  of  producers  allowed  of  an  adjustment 
between  the  available  number  of  primary  samples  and  re-samples,  so 
that  all  Coll  contaminated  milks  could  be  re-sampled  as  a matter  of  routine. 
Of  the  milks  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  during  the  year,  1 0 were  produced 
within  the  Borough,  and  8 in  the  rural  areas  outside. 

Milks  showing  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  referred  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  dealt  with  under  Section  3,  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915  (In  force,  1938).

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During  the  month  of  May,  and  upon  the  suggestion  of  the 
Corporation’s  Electrical  Engineer,  two  experimental  samples  of  milk 
were  obtained  for  the  purposes  of  testing  and  demonstrating  the  keeping 
(qualities  of  an  electrically  operated  refrigerator.  The  samples  were 
maintained  m the  refrigerator  at  normal  operating  temjierature  for  19 
days,  and  the  door  was  opened  and  shut  several  times  daily  as  would  be 
the  case  of  such  an  apparatus  in  domestic  use.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Buxton  being  a residential  district,  there  is  a relatively  small  output 
of  industrial  smoke  only.  There  are,  however,  a limited  number  of 
chimneys  in  connection  with  steam  raising  plants,  large  hotels,  and  works 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  which  at  times  emit  volumes  of  dense 
smoke  (not  always  black  smoke)  in  excess  of  the  limit  desirable  for  a town 
of  th  IS  character,  one  of  the  essentials  of  whi  ch  is  a clear  pure  air.  In 
point  of  frequency  ; emissions  of  smoke  are  generally  intermittent,  and 
in  some  cases  casual.  It  would  appear  that  the  adoption  of  Byelaws 
offers  the  solution  for  securing  the  desired  result  in  this  respect,  and  the 
matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of  your  Health  Committee  and  officials.

THEATRES.  MUSIC  HALLS.  Etc. 

There  arc  four  places  of  amusement  m the  Borough,  viz.  : The 
Opera  House,  The  Pavilion  Gardens,  The  Spa  Cinema,  and  The 
Playhouse. 

All  the  establishments  are  well  managed,  and  have,  during  recent 
years,  been  modernized. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  statutory  offensive  trade  only — that  of  a tripe  boiler — is 
established  m the  Borough. 

The  business  is  carried  on  m a building  m connection  with  the 
Corporation’s  slaughterhouses  m Charles  Street. 

49  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made,  and  on  every  occasion 
they  were  found  scrupulously  clean. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

The  Corporation  is  the  Local  .Authority  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  having  accepted  the  delegation 
of  powers  offered  by  the  County  Council. 
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Daring  the  year,  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  devoted  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  sanitary  workmen  to  rats  destruction 
and  during  “ Rat  Week ’’  the  co-operation  of  occupiers  of  various  classes 
of  premises  was  obtained.  The  numiber  of  dead  rats  secured  was  soiue- 
what  smiall  m proportion  to  the  efforts  made,  but  the  results,  as 
demionstrated  by  the  disappearance  of  rats  from  certain  infested  localities, 
may  be  pronounced  satisfactory.  1 he  methods  of  extermination 
principally  used  were,  the  la>mg  of  poison  baits,  “rat-lime”  trays, 
“ blocking,”  and  gassing. 


For  a number  of  years  now  it  has  been  the  practice  to  supply 
poison  baits  and  “rat-lime”  trays  to  occupiers  of  premises  inlested  by 
rats  or  mice,  free,  on  application  at  the  Public  Health  Ofhce.

41,  P.H.A.,  1875,  as  amended  by  Sec.  55, 
Buxton  Corporation  Act,  1927,  and  prior  to 
coming  into  operation  of  Public  Health  Act, 
1936 — disputed  the  proportion  of  expenses 
of  works  executed  whi  ch  was  settled  upon  him. 

Corporation  appealed  to  the  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  arbitration  under 
Sec.  55,  Buxton  Corporation  Act,  1927.
